In an interview with 12 visit­ 
ing American newspaper edi­ 
tors, the premier claimed, how­ 
ever, that no anti-rocket wea­ 
pons could stop the Soviet Un­ 
ion's own "global rocket ’’

clear test series after the cur­ 


rent American tests are com­ 
pleted.

mans . 
"When shall we do it," he j 
asked. "We shall not hurry, | 
but neither shall we tarry. 1 
will not set any time limit."

The American newsmen met 
a sometimes affable, sometimes 
sharpspoken Khrushchev for 
two and a half hours Friday. 


But the official text of the in­ 
terview was released here only 
today. 


Khrushchev’s claim of a pin­ 
point accurate anti-missile mis­ 
sile came in a sharp retort to 
Felix McKnight, executive edi­ 
tor of the Dallas Times-Herald, 
who had reminded Khrushchev 
the much-criticized American 
high-altitude atom tests were 
designed to perfect U. S. de j 
fenses against such tilings as 
Soviet global rockets. 
"I am not boasting hut we 


actually have a global rocket 
which cannot, be destroyed by 
any anti-rocket means, and I 
know, if anybody does, what

SACRAMENTO (CNS)— California topped the 
17-million mark in population on July 1, after gain­ 
ing 641,000 persons in the previous 12 months, the 
state department of finance reported today. 


The department estimated July 1 population at 
17,094.000 persons, and growing at the rate of 
more than one person a minute— or nearly 1.760 
persons a day. 


The state's phenomenal growth of 1,377,000 
since the April, 1960, federal census means that 
CaMfornia accounted for one-fifth of the population 
increase for the entire United States during that 
period of two years and three months. 


The department estimated population in Cali­ 
fornia would gain another 594,000 to total 17,688,* 
000 by July 1 of 1963.

Animals Die 
After Flight 
Into Space 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask. M— 
Two monkeys and four ham­ 
sters exposed to cosmic rays 
were found dead after their 
capsule was parachuted into 
dense bush 
country 
from a 
high-flying U.S. research bal­ 
loon yesterday. 


The report came from a heli­ 
copter crew that visited the 
site a few hours after the clus­ 
ter of three capsules was re­ 
leased. There was no immedi­ 
ate word on the cause of the 
death of the animals. 
The experiment was to test 
the effects of 50 per cent ex­ 
posure to the 
radiation that 
man is expected to encounter 
in future journeys into space. 
Flower beetles, which are ex­ 
tremely sensitive to cosmic ra­ 
diation, also went in a separate 
capsule on the 1,800-mile ride 
at altitudes of up to 131,000 
feet across the North American 
continent that began Saturday. 
First reports from the wil­ 
derness area where the cap­ 
sules fell did not mention the 
insect’s fate. A third capsule 
carried instruments. 
The capsules’ release from 
the balloon was triggered over 
Candle Lake in northern Sas­ 
katchewan. 
The U.S. National Aeronau­ 
tics and Space Administration 
directed the research project. 
Two more launchings are plan­ 
ned this summer to provide 
basic information on radiation 
problems applicable to manned 
space flight.

'HOW CAN YOU BE NAPOLEON WHEN I AM? 


For the third time since it was estab­ 
lished by Congress in 1959, we are ob­ 
serving Captive N a t i o n s Week this 
week. You may recall that its establish­ 
ment launched Premier Khrushchev 
into one of his biggest tantrums, be­ 
cause it was aimed at a vital spot, his 
soft, poorly protected back. 


Behind him are millions of people 
who deplore communism, who long for 
freedom, who plan to have it again some 
day. 


It is to these people that Captive Na­ 
tions Week gives hope and comfort. It 
is a reiteration of our oft-stated posi­ 
tion favoring the right of self-determin­ 
ation, of the right of the people to de­ 
termine their own government. 
In the captive nations of Albania, 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Estonia, Hun­ 
gary, Latvia. Lithuania, Poland and Ro­ 
mania. lost is freedom of speech, free­ 
dom of religion, freedom of assembly, 
even freedom from fear. 
The Soviet states of Ukraine, Geor­ 


gia, Armenia and others no longer have 
their former independence. 
Instead, Soviet military and admin­ 
istrative personnel dominate the lives 
of the citizens; restrictions, like the Ber­ 
lin wall, block hope of escape. Yet all 
the totalitarian powers can not com­ 
pletely blot out the last reservoirs of 
resistance. 
Sometimes they erupt into violence, 
and in Hungary and Poland in 1956. 
But more often today they appear as 
unmet production quotas and “ failure’’ 
of crops. 
The captive peoples are sabotaging 
the goals of the communists, undermin­ 
ing the governmental structure while 
suffering themselves as a result of such 
sabotage. 
These reservoirs of freedom in the 
hearts of so many behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain deserve our encouragement and 
support. In this special week we hope 
we speak for all people of Marin County 
in offering such encouragement and 
pledging such support.

Don't Overlook 
Court Implications 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
What you and the other 
supporters of the S u p r e m e 
Court’s 
“ Graham 
cracker” 
prayer decision overlook are 
its obvious implications. 
Based on my personal ex­ 
perience, I think that I can 
predict with assurance that 
the people and organizations 
that commenced and carried 
through this litigation fully 
intend to force the courts, 
school 
boards 
and 
public 
bodies to recognize and ac­ 
cept these implications, a few 
of which are: 
(1)'That the occasional re­ 
cital of the pledge of alle­ 
giance to the flag, whether 
formally or informally offi­ 
cially prescribed, is contrary 
to the Constitution because of 
the words “ under God” there­ 
in contained. 
(2) That the payment of 
salaries of chaplains serving 
the Senate and House, out of 
public funds, is illegal. 
(3) That the construction 
and maintenance of the cross 
on Mt. Davidson ( public prop­ 
erty! was and is legally not 
permissible, etc. 
The 
basic error in 
the 
court’s opinion, as I see it, is 
its failure to recognize that 
custom both is and makes 
law. With respect to the is­ 
sue before the court, custom 
has for well over 150 years 


supported similar or identical 
practice. 


At the very core of this 
problem is the question as to 
who is the ultimate inter­ 
preter of the Constitution. In 
my opinion, it is dominant 
public opinion expressed by 
the people of the U. S. who 
ordained 
t h a t 
document, 
which begins, as you know, 
with these words, “ We, the 
people of the United Stales,” 
etc. 


Laws, whether constitution­ 
al, statutory or decisional, are 
a dead letter unless approved 
by dominant public opinion, 
e.g., the Prohibition Amend­ 
ment. 


When, therefore, the cus­ 
tom of acknowledging our 
dependence on the Deity in 
school and public proceedings 
has for many years been fol­ 
lowed in our country, such 
custom has the force of law 
and no court has the legal 


authority, in my view, to de­ 
clare it legal. 
The changing, modification 
or amendment of our laws is 
a function of our legislative 
bodies, not that of the court. 
Therefore, I cannot agree 
that the “ Graham cracker de­ 
cision” is sound law.

Red China Communists And India

WASHINGTON—The most 
ominous event on the horizon 
is the deteriorating relation­ 
ship between India and Red 
China. 


The danger of war between 
these two vast Asian nations 
is not merely potential. The 
ingredients are at hand. 


The incursion of Commu­ 
nist troops into Indian terri­ 
tory all along the Tibetan 
border has jolted Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru out of his dream­ 
world of “ peaceful co-exist­ 
ence” with Peking. This is 
good. 


Now it looks as though Red 
China’s aggression against In­ 
dia’s Himalayan frontier has 
gone so far that Nehru is up 
against the hard, harsh altern­ 
ative: defend India by force 
against the Communist in­ 
vaders or give part of his na­ 
tion away. 


IF HIS ACTIONS match his 
words, Nehru has made his 
decision. India, he says, will 
fight. It is probable that he 
could not have long survived 
any other decision. 
The Chinese Communists 
are furious at Nehru for be­ 
ginning to stand up to them. 
They are protesting all over 
the place. They feel he has 
misled them by appearing so 
snug in his wishful trust of 
his “ Chinese brothers,” and 
by now taking weapon in hand 
and saying, “ Get out!” 


, I am not defending the Chi­ 
nese Communist aggression 
against India one iota. I am 
simply pointing out why the 
Communists t h o u g h t they 
might be able to get away 
with it.

But soon after the Com­ 
munist take-over in 1949, they 
began to reassert their claims 
by publishing maps display­ 
ing the Chinese empire ex­ 
tending beyond the southern 
ranges of the Indian Him­ 
alayas into the Assam Valley 
and enveloping portions of 
Ladakh, Sikkim and Bhutan. 
These areas have been under 
Indian administration for cen­ 
turies. 


For a number of years the 
Chinese Communists succeed­ 
ed in deceiving the Indians as 
to their intentions by repu­ 
diating the maps publicly, 
but pushing patrol units se­ 
cretly across the Indian bord­ 
ers. They claimed that the 
Chinese maps were left over 
from Chiang Kai-shek. 
In 
1956 t h e y promised they 
would withdraw them. 


TWO YEARS LATER the 
Communists built a military 
transport r o a d across the 
Aksai Chin area and, so inac­ 
cessible is the territory, it 
was completed before the In- 
dans discovered the aggres­ 
sion. 


The Issue before Nehru 
thus became direct and naked. 
Red China was not proposing 
to alter its map of conquest; 
it was acting to alter India to 
fit its map. 


Apparently Nehru has been 
pushed as far as he will go. 
Indian troops are pressing the 
Communist patrols. Peking is 
finding that what it hoped to 
get for virtually nothing, it 
can only get by war—if at all.

WASHINGTON C T — The ex­ 
pectant 
mother who smokes 
stands a greater risk of giving 
birth to a premature baby than 
the 
woman 
who 
does 
not 
smoke, according to a govern­ 
ment-sponsored research proj- 
j ect. 
The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice reported yesterday t h a t 
early findings also indicate that 
! the infant born to a cigarette- 
smoking woman is likely to be 
smaller at birth than the baby 
of a non-smoking mother. 
The health service released 
some of the ‘ preliminary find­ 
ings” of a research project now 
in its fourth year. It said the 


results 
so 
far 
s h o u l d 
be 
“viewed with caution” because 
the research activities are still 
going on. 
But it said that what has 
been learned so far may prove j 
to be promising leads for fu-1 
ture investigation.” 
The research program — deal­ 
ing with the connection be­ 
tween birth defects and events 
during pregnancy — has in­ 
volved more than 23,000 ex­ 
pectant 
mothers 
and 
17.000 
children, 
the 
health 
service 
said. It is being conducted by 
15 medical centers and under 
the coordination of the serv­ 
ice’s Institute of Neurological 


Diseases and Blindness. 
Dr. Richard L. Masland, di­ 
rector of 
the 
institute, was 
quoted as telling a r e c e n t 
House appropriations subcom­ 
mittee that of the 7.500 women 
taking part 
in the 
smoking 
study, 11.6 per cent of those 
who smoked delivered p r e m a - ! 
ture babies. Among w o m e n 
who did not smoke, he said, 
7.7 per cent gave birth to p re ­ 
m ature infants. 
Masland said it was neces­ 
sary to emphasize that the sci­ 
entists were unable to say that 
smoking caused the higher in­ 
cidence since “ it may contrib­ 
ute only indirectly to prem a­ 


turity by cultivating other dis- 
| orders.” 
“ But 
unquestionably, 
t h e 
woman who smokes is more 
likely to have a small, unheal­ 
thy baby,” he added. 
Among the other findings 
already published by the col­ 
laborating hospitals: 
Unborn children may be af­ 
fected by an Asian flu epidemic 
to which their mothers are ex­ 
posed. It also was reported that 
in 40 per cent of the cases 
studied, the mother showed no j 
symptoms of Asian flu and 
that it could be spotted only 
by a blood test. 
Additional evidence was un- 


covered to show that pre m a­ 
ture births may be caused by 
an infection of the mother s 
urinary tract. The infection of­ 
fers no symptoms and cannot 
be detected by routine m eth ­ 
ods, A “simple, sensitive test” 
to detect this type of infection 
has been devised. 
High rates of p r e m a t u r e 
births and infant death were 
found to be associated with 
“findings suggestive of inflam­ 
mation of the placenta, fetal 
membranes, and u m b i l i c a l 
cord.” And in half of these 
cases, infection also was pres- 
! ent in the vagina, cervix or 
both.

Rankin confirmed that Doc­ 
tor Kelsey may have prevented 
' an American tragedy” by her 
steadfast refusal to allow the 
marketing in this country of a 
sleeping pill later linked to 
grotesque deformities in new­ 
born children 
The 47-vear-old drug spec­ 
ialist withstood a barrage of 
criticism before a medical 
investigation e v e n t u a l l y 
proved that her suspicions 
were well-founded. 
Thestory, which was related 
yesterday by the Washington 
Post, involves a drug with the 
chemical 
n a m e thalidomide 
and a rare type of birth de­ 
fect known as phocomelia. 
Thalidomide was developed 
In 1954 by a West German firm 
but was discarded because it 
showed no effect on test ani­ 
mals. In 1958 another German 
firm found that it promised to 
be the best sleep-induccr ever 
— no hangover, no danger in 


overdosage. 
Under the trade 
name of 
contergan the drug found a 
booming market in West G er­ 
many. It was sold in Britain 
as distaval. in Portugal as sof- 
tenon. and in Canada as tali- 
mol. 
in September, 1960. the Wil­ 
liam S. Merrell Co. of Cincin­ 
nati asked the FDA for clear­ 
ance to market the compound 
in the United States. 
The thalidomide application 
became the first 
assignment 
for Doctor Kelsey who 
had 
just joined FDA. 
\long with (he application 
came data claiming the drug 
to be safe for use. But I)r. 
Kelsey was not convinced. 
She repeatedly refused 
to 
approve the drug and her 
superiors backed her up. 
Dr. Kelsey says there were 
insinuations that 
she was 
a 
hair-splitter, an unreasonable 
bureaucrat— that she was stu­ 
pid. But she refused to budge 
from her position. 
In 1961 West Germany found 
itself confronted by a vexing 
medical problem. Phocomelia. 
an affliction so rare that some 
medical 
dictionaries 
do 
not 
even list it. was becoming all 
too common. 
Ordinarily, a victim of pho­ 
comelia is missing one arm and 
small rudimentary fingers grow 
from the stub. But the cases in 
Germany were worse. Some in­ 
arms or legs missing, others 
with three limbs and a tew with 
none at all. 
A variety of possible causes, 
from heredity to radioactive 
fallout, were considered and 
discarded. Then last November 


Dr. Widukind Lenz. a 
Ham­ 
burg pediatrician, conducted a 
study which showed that about 
20 per cent of the mothers of 
deformed 
infants 
whom 
lie 
treated had taken thalidomide. 
After further investigation, he 
found the rate went up to 50 
per cent. 
The drug was found to be 
dangerous 
to 
the 
unborn 
when taken h> the mother 
within 20 to 40 days after 
conception. During this pe­ 
riod. Dr. Lenz believes, the 
chances are at least two in 
five that the baby will be 
affected. 
Thalidomide 
was 
removed 
from the market in Germany 
and elsewhere. But it is esti­ 
mated that by the end of Au­ 
gust the num ber of deformed 
children 
born 
in 
West 
Ger­ 
many will be between 3,500 
and 6.000. One of three is ex­ 
pected to die. 
Doctor Kelsey, wife of an­ 
other pharmacologist, F. Ellis 
Kelsey, special assistant to the 
surgeon general, and the moth­ 
er of two daughters, 15 and 12, 
had this to say about her role 
in keeping the drug off the 
American market 
“They certainly 
thought 
I 
was unreasonable. But 1 didn't 
feel the material to back it up 
was very adequate. 
“The company was very anx­ 
ious to get the stuff on the 
market, but tins was routine.”

property 
noticed the skunk 
staggering about as though in­ 
toxicated. He promptly killed 
it and sent the body to San Ra­ 
fael for examination. The ani­ 
mal had bitten nobody. 
This was the third rabid an­ 
imal discovered in Marin Coun­ 
ty so far this year, according to 
Dr. Albrecht. 
The first two 
were a bat m Corte Madera 
and a skunk which invaded a 
San Anselmo kitchen, both d u r­ 
ing April. 
Six rabid animals had been 
found in the county by this 
time last year, according to 
health departm ent records. In 
1961. rune rabies cases were 
reported, but the record year 
was 1955 with 11.

THIS IS the “ population ex­ 
plosion,’’ which some voices of i 
opinion now are ranking sec­ 
ond only to control of atomic 
weapons as a threat to human 
existence. Others say it is pre­ 
posterous to project the pres­ 
ent world growth rate over a 
long period. It's now 1.7 per 
cent a year. 
About two out of every three 
babies born at present will live ' 
long enough to have babies of 
their own. And at least two- 
thirds of all babies horn each 
year are in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America, the undevelop­ 
ed areas. Their birth rate has! 
remained high and science has 
spectacularly 
cut 
the 
death 
rate, particularly infant mor­ 
tality. 
Jn the underdeveloped coun- 
tres at least 40 per cent of 
th e population is under 15 1 
years of age. according to the 
French authority Alfred Sauvy.; 
That's compared with 20 to 30 
per cent in western countries. 
So the underdeveloped coun­ 
tries have a smaller proportion 
of productive workers, and the 
dependency load is greater on 
those who do work. 
A COUNTRY THAT has a 
population growth of 2 to 3 
per cent a year— as a great 
many of these underdeveloped 
lands do— must spend up to 10 
per cent of its national income 
just to keep its living standard 
from going down. 
Prof. Sauvy is on the popu­ 
lation commission of the L V 
and holds the chair of social 
demography at the College de 
France. His book “ Fertility and 
Survival; Population Problems 
f r o m Malthus to Man Tse- 
Tung” recently was published 
here. In it he discusses wheth­ 
er 
underdeveloped 
countries 
can depend on savings of their 
poor for national development 
“ In all these countries, in­ 
come is very low, often lower 
than $95 a year yer person; 
this income lor rather this pro­ 
duce) is seldom enough even 
for purely physiological needs 
How then, or hv what magic, 
can this undernourished and 
debilitated man renounce part 
of his vital food and that of 
his children? 
Sauvy expects the tremen­ 
dous spurt of population in the 
underdeveloped regions to con­ 
tinue for at least another gen­ 
eration and says their living 
standards must be improved 
“ It would he inhuman and dan­ 
gerous to allow human beings 
to multiply in wretchedness.“

The study of populations is 
called demography. What has 
i n s p i r e d demographers to 
phrases like “ demographic rev­ 
olution“ is the speed-up in the 
rate of population increase in 
this century. As Sir Julian Hux- 
lov put it: “ The rate of human 
doubling has been doubled in 
the last 80 vears.’’ 
Sauvy c a l l s this sudden 
"rapid growth in numbers' a 
new factor that has come to 
our planet.

Mathmatical Education 
Changing All The Time 


(Editor's note: This is the 
first of a series of four ar­ 
ticles on the New 
Mathe­ 
matics. which soon mav be 
taught in your schools.)

When does 2 2 
10? 
Why do we divide a circle 
into 360 degrees.’ 
How can the numeral “ 21” 
stand for nine cobs of corn? 
if you graduated from high 
school before 1958 and didn't 
go on to college mathematics, 
vou probably don't know the 
answers. 


Your childhood arithmetic 
textbooks were stuffed with 
rows of neatly aligned cal­ 
culations for you to peruse 
and 
produce 
answers 
to. 
something on the order of 
an adding machinef if not 
with its accuracy). 
Y o u r 
boredom was dismissed as 
inevitable. 


A simple grasp of addition, 
multiplication, subtraction and 
division was your level; nobody 
expected you to think. 
Nobody 
expected 
y o u to 
learn more. 
You got special instruction 
only if your stupidity was ex­ 
treme 
A professor of mathematics 
with a special sense of delight 
in creative thinking arrived in 
San Rafael this summer to help 
put a change to the type of 
mathematical education yo u 
were subjected to. He is Dr. 
John Lund, head of the math- 
j ematics department at Lassen 
Junior College in Susanville. 
He is at Dominican C o l l e g e 
teaching teachers to go hack

and -high schools this fall to 
teach the “ New Mathematics.” 
Though you won’t benefit 
from 
this new 
arithmetic, 
your children will. It is de­ 
signed to keep them inter­ 
ested in mathematics. 
Lund, however, is no avant- 
guard educator with progressi- 
vist chalk clutched in his fin­ 
gers. He holds a doctor's de­ 
gree from University of Chi­ 
cago in the exacting field of 
classical languages. A sort of 
tenacious Renaissance curios­ 
ity has led him through careers 
with the foreign service, as a 
librarian, a university profes­ 
sor and finally as a mathemati­ 
cian, an interest he left as a 
child for something more crea­ 
tive. 
He believes, as a true schol­ 
ar, 
that 
probing 
intellectual 
study is fascinating in itself. 
WH AT IS THE NEW M ATH? 
“ We are more interested in 
how 
and 
why 
mathematics 
works than in just working it," 
Dr. 
Lund told the 50 nuns, 
priests and public school in­ 
structors gathered to hear his 
first three-hour lecture. “ We 
talk more about meanings, and 


we look at mathematics from 
different points of view. 
“ But we won’t he asking why 
Johnny cant 
add. The new 
mathematics is being develop­ 
ed by both mathematicians and 
educators. It will not result in 
the schism that exists between 
the advocates of progressive 
and 
fundamentalist 
reading 
methods. 
“ We can’t lose any of the 
traditions 
of 
mathematics. 
They have hern there too 
long to disappear. We are 
simply 
adding 
something 
else by talking more about 
meanings.” 
WHAT IS A N UM BER? 
Mathematics is a science of 
abstraction. You can’t see a 
number. You can tell what 
numbers do. but you can’t de­ 
fine them. A number is simply 
an idea associated with cer­ 
tain groups, or sets. For ex­ 
ample, one property common 
to three boys and three girls, 
immediately apparent to any 
hostess, is that they can he 
lined up and paired off with 
one another. We call this com­ 
mon property a number, in 
this case the number three. 
A numeral, on the other 


¡hand, is a symbol used to rep. 
resent a number, as the num­ 
eral “ 3” represents the num- 
her three. Many symbols can 
indicate 
a 
number, 
for ex­ 
ample: three, 3, HI. trois, 2 - I 
or 1n y 9. The symbol 5 2 has 
more texture and meaning for 
a mathematician than the sym­ 
bol 3, just as the myriad shades 
of blues and greens indicate 
more to the artist than does 
one flat color. 


When you write the symbol 
3.621, the numerals 3, 6. 2 and 
1 stand for 3.000, 600, 20 and 1. 
This illustrates a property of 
our 
counting 
system 
called 
"place value.” In other words, 
the number represented by a 
numeral 
depends 
on 
where 
the numeral is in a series of 
numerals. A second basic prop­ 
erty of our system is that there 
are only ten symbols needed 
to represent any number, 0, l, 
2, 3, 4. 5, 6. 7, 8 and 9.
